Remembrance Day ——— Its Memories And 


Lessons 


The world has commemorated another anniversary of the signing of the 
Armistice,— the sixteenth. Remembrance Day, as we have come most ap- 
propriately to call November 11, falling on a Sunday as it did this year, 
was observed by hundreds of thousands of people in nations all over the | 
world. From the pulpits of churches of all religious denominations Peace 
sermons were preached and the horribleness and brutality of war vividly | 
depicted and unanimously condemned. Gathered at the graves of Unknown 
Warriors, assembled about cenotaphs and other monuments erected to the 
memory of the gallant dead, or meeting in solemn memorial sérvices, men 
and women formed an almost unbroken circle around the world as they 
stood with bowed heads and in impressive silence as the hour of eleven 
o'clock struck. 

It was Remembrance Day! People wore flaming red poppies symbolical 
of Flanders Fields and of the bright red blood of youth there shed. Rever- 
ently they laid wreaths of poppies in many hallowed spots. People heard 
the pipes and drums play ‘The Lament”, the bugles sound “Last Post” and 
‘Reveille’, and they saw the Colors slowly dipped. 

Pride and sorrow were interwoven and strangely mixed as the memories | 
of those of the older generation were carried back to 1914-1918 and to the | 
first Armistice Day, pride that men, and women too, had responded to the 
call of duty when that call came; sorrow that so many had been called upon 
to make the supreme sacrifice or go through life maimed and handicapped | 
to the end of their days. And mingling with pride and sorrow there was a) 
righteous anger that such a barbarism as War should be permitted and 
sanctioned by peoples and nations styling themselves Christian and civilized. 

But does Remembrance Day mean nothing more than this? Does it 
begin and end with the twenty-four hours of November 11, and are we then 
to lapse into forgetfulness for the remaining 364 days of the year until once 
again November 11 calls upon us to stand in silénce and remember ? 


Consider, you who are now reading these lines: Have the memories 
stirred only a few short days ago not already begun to fade? Is not that 
almost red hot righteous anger against War and all that War means which 
you felt so recently already cooling off? if your passionate demand for | 
Peace, and that never again shall War blast its way in this world, as keen | 
to-day as it was when you stood in a silence that could almost be felt just | 
a few days ago? Alas, it must be so. Indeéd it is well that in many re- 
spects our human memories are short, else we could not bear the burdens | 
which memory would bring. But it is vitally important to the future of | 
mankind that we should never forget all the tragedy that Remembrance Day | 
brings to mind. So far as the awfulness and uselessness of War is con- 
cerned, every day should be Remembrance Day. 

Canada is a peace-loving country. If the decision could be left to the 
Canadian people there would never be another war waged anywhere on this 
world's surface, nor upon its seas, nor in its air. Canada has always set the | 
nations an example in disarmament; or rather by its refusal to engage in | 
armaments. Our paltry permanent force and numerically small and widely 
scattered militia is but a domestic police force maintained to guarantee law 
and order. Of offensive armaments Canada possesses none. ~

“Search For Drouth Resisting 


Six years’ intensive study to-day is 
brifiging success in the search for a 
drouth resisting wheat with all the 
qualities of the famed Marquis and 
Reward strains, 

“Drouth resisting wheat, including 
all the desirable agronomical quali- 
ties, is being achieved although 4 
few years more will be required be- 
fore it is ready to be placed at the 
disposal of the growers,” declared 
Dr. O. §. Aamodt, youthful member 
of the department of fleld crops, Uni- 
versity of Alberta. 

.Dr. Aamodt took time out from 
the sessions of the associate com- 
mittee on grain research, a branch of 
the national research council, to de- 
tail achievements reached. ‘But don’t 
think we are producing a wheat that 
will grow without moisture,” he 
warned. “That is impossible.” 

The characters developed so far in 
the drouth resisting wheat hybrid 
were the ability to resist permanent 
wilting, growth habit favorable to 
dry periods, intensity of root systems 
and ability to germinate in dry soils. 
“Experiments in actual growing in 
the last two years show clearly 


- drouth resistance can be transferred 


from.odne variety to another and in 
combination with other desirablé 
agronomic qualities,” Dr. Aamodt de- 
clared. 

Ability of the strain to resist 
permanent wilting was among the 
major assets. Many wheats in use 
now take root and start to grow but 
when a dry spell comes along they 
wilt and die. The objective in the 
drouth resisting wheat is to give it 
the ability to recover from the wilt— 
a case of lying dormant when mots- 
ture is lacking and taking life again 
when rain falls. 

The growth habit came in for 
study when it was found drouth 
caused its greatest damage when 
the green shoots started to appear. 
Tests made show the drouth resist- 
ing hybrid goes through the shooting 
period in one week compared with 
two or three weeks for most other 
grains. Thus the danger period to 
the plant In its early stages 1's great- 
ly reduced.

Studied Heat Casualties 


acogeanpte 
More Men Affected But Death Rate 
Higher For Women 

Staff physicians of hospitals at 
Kansas City, who treated many heat 
victims last summer, are now check- 
ing over their records and seeking to 
throw more light on the subject. 
Medical literature, they say, does not 
hold a great deal of information on 
heat attacks. . 

At General Hospital 82 cases were 
treated, of which 63 were heat 
stroke. The others were heat ex- 
haustion. In the former it was found 
the temperature usually was far 
above normal, but the body was cold 
and clammy. More men were felled 
by the heat than women, but the 
mortality rate was higher for women. 
Death resulted in 34 of the 82 cases, 
82 of the deaths being among those 
suffering from heat stroke. , 

Other data showed that where the 
temperature reached 108 degrees 
death resulted in 63.4 per ceht. 
Those who suffered from cyanos‘s 
(blue lips and finger nails) died in 78 
per cent. of the cases. The death 
rate of those who lost consciousness 
was 55.5 per cent. All whose blood 


pressure fell below 90 died, and 54.5 
per cent. of those whose pulse beat 
passed 140 beats a minute succumbed.

Gradually the frontier of motor

Speaking before a Kiwanis meet- 
ing at Swift Curfent, Hon. J. G. 
Taggart, provincial minister of agri- 
culture, expressed full confidence in 
the future of agriculture in Saskat- 
chewan. He criticized the theorica 
of impounding surface water by the 
erection of dams and planting trees, 
in respect to the influence of such 
practices on climatic conditions. He 
stressed the need of apprising tho 
whole of Canada of actual conditions 
in the prairie areas and the facts 
upon which agricultural 
should be based. 

Declaring that in historic times 
there had been no substantial change 
in climate in any part of the world, 
except through physical influences, 
Mr. Taggart told of drouth periods in 
Saskatchewan in the late ‘80's and 
the early '90’s and in the early, '70's, 
and said these experiences had been 
worse than the present, there having 
been great destitution and suffering. 
The country was not a desert, and 
one must not accept temporary condi- 
tions as a forerunner of extended 
drouth, there being every reason to 
expect a recurrence of wet years. 

The problem of the settled dis- 
tricts in the areas affected by drouth 
was adjustment; a type of agricul- 
ture and of life should be adopted to 
make for reasonable security. Crops 
should be raised that were best suited 
to the environment, and it should be 
recognized that cereal crops were 
best adapted to the southern Saskat- 
chewan region. Agriculturists should 
adopt the best methods scientifically 
and apply the resources at their com- 
mand to secure the best in cultivation 
and marketing, experiments of all 
sorts being conducted before general 
adoption. Wheat, the minister said, 
would continue to be the major crop 
of southern Saskatchewan, plus minor 
products of other sorts, largely for 
local consumption.

Some Wonderful Tongues 


Nature Provides Marvelous Ones For 
Some Animals And Insects 

Most people imagine that the hu- 
man tongue is the most efficient in 
the world; actually, those of certain 
animals and insects leave It far be- 
hind. The chameleon’s tongue, though 
three inches long, is invisible except 
to the scientific eye of the camera, so 
quickly does it move. It works like 
a pop-gun, hitting with unerring aim 
insects on the barks of trees and 
whisking them back on its sticky tip 
into the owner’s mouth. Nature for- 
got to give the snake ears; but she 
gave it a tongue equipped with audi- 
tory organs that enable it to amplify 
the slightest sound.

square miles. The brackish shect of 
water covers 3000 square miles and 
lies 1300 feet above sea level.

It must be borne in mind that the 
representative producers who have 
taken the jniative in formulating A\l- 
berta's marketing. plans under. the 
Marketing Act, for the benefit not 
only of themselves but of all their 
fellow-producers, have done their 
work without the assistance of pre- 
viously existing organizations, and 
entirely without organizations funds. 
It is to the credit of these groups that 
they have devoted long hours of their 
time and financed themselves while 
attending meetings, in attempting to 
make it possible for Alberta poultry 
and live stock producers to take ad- 
vantage of the Natural Products Mar- 
keting Act, if, after careful considera- 
tion, the Alberta producers so desire.

When the microscope was invented 
a new field of science known as 
bacteriology, was opened up. Bacteria 
is the name given to a large group 
of plant organisms of minute size. 
Some of these have a rod-like ap- 
pearance, some are spherical, and 
some look like trailing bits of fila- 
ment. The rod-like type are called 
bacilli, and it requires twenty-five 
thousand of them placed end to end 
to occupy one inch of space.

A few varieties, however, exist 
in & dormant state at 222 degrees be- 
low zero. A temperature of 87 de- 
grees above zero destroys most bac- |
